THE NORTH-WESTERN BOUNDARY LINE. 

Of the pending subjects of controversy 
between the two Governments, there 
remains to be considered tlie question of, 
the North-Western Boundary Line. It 
is to be remembered that the‘ line of the 
Treaty of 184G runs by the middle of the 
channel which separates the continent ! 
from Vancouver’s Island ; but several ( 
■uch channels exist. Great Brituin con- ! 
tends that the chnnnel of that truaty is 1 
tho Rosario Straits, the United .States ! 
that it is the Canal de Haro, the two | 
channels being separated by tlie Island 
of San Juan. This question having ouce 
been reported on by a mixed Commis¬ 
sion, that for the surroy of the line, the 
United States are not content to refer it! 
to another suah Commission. Nor has it 
been deemed convenient, even though ! 
such tribunal be appointed bv a friendly !' 
sovereign Power instead of tliis. It has 
been agreed by tho present treaty to sub¬ 
mit the question directly to a neutral 
Power, and tho Emperor of Gormaiiy has 
been selected for that purpose. The 
Government of the United States has in 
its hands much documentary evidence in 
support of its pretensions not heretofore 
made use of. und on tlmt, os well os oil 
other grounds, is confident of the better 
reason on its side to assure to the United 
States tho possession of the Island of 
San Juuu.
